received a gold chronometer from tho 
English Government for having saved four 
hundred and fifty-four men of the steamer 
Persian, wrecked by bad weather. 


Among the forty-three whom he rescued 


fiorn tha William Nelson are five women 
and five children, of whom one, born on 
board of the William Nelson, is an infant 
only fourteen days old. This infant and 
his sister, three years o!d, arc the solo, 
survivors of a whole family on board. 
On 


the first alarm the two children were put 
by their parents into one of the boats, sub- 
sequently picked up by the Lafayette. Tho 
parents afterwards endeavored to join them.
